New York, July 1.—Theodore Roosevelt deals with Gov. Hughos, the New 


Tork legislature, and primary reform In a signed editorial article in the cur- 
rent number of tha Outlook. Mr. Roosevelt writes as follows:

which brought about this refusal, the 
party cannot escape a msasure of re- 
sponsibility for the failure, but It Is 
only just to remember that a clear 
majority of the republican members of 
each house supported the bill, whereas 
three-fourths or over of the democrats 
opposed it 
This Is one of the cases 


where it is easier to apportion Indi- 
vidual than party responsibility. 


"Those who believe that by their 


action they have definitely checked the 
movement for direct popular prlmarlee 
are. In my judgment, mistaken. In its 
essence, this is a movement to make 
the government more democratic, more 
responsive to the needs and wishes of 
the people as a whole. With our polit- 
ical machinery it is essential to have 
an efficient party, but the machinery 
ought to be suited to democratic and 
not oligarchic customs and habits. 


"1 believe Gov. Hghes has been sup- 


ported by the bulk of "wisest and most 
disinterested public opinion as regards 
most of his measures and positions. 
and I think this has been markedly 
the case as regards direct primary 
nominations. 


"I know that many honest and sin- 


cere men ar« on principle opposed to 
Gov. Hughos on this point, and I know 
also that the proposed 
reform will 


possibly accomplish less than its ex- 
treme advocates expect; while I am 
well aware, as of course all thinking 
men must be, that the worth of any 
such measure in the last resort de- 
pends upon the character of the vot- 
ers, and that no patent 
device will 


aver secure good government "unless 
the people themselves devote sufficient 
energy, time, and judgment to make 
the device work. Finally, I freely ad- 
mit that here and there, where the 
principle of direct 
nominations 
has 


been applied In too crude shape or 
wrongheadedly, It hac, while abolish- 
ing certain evils, produced or accentu- 
ated others — in certain cases, lor in- 
stance, putting a premium upon the 
lavish expenditure of money.

>, diana and the Massachusetts—••which 
s are bearing a party of American mld- 
i shipmen on a summer practice cruise, 


ore jubilant over the way in which the 
vessels stood the voyage across the 


, Atlantic. They state that the results 
" so far achieved are eloquent testimony 
' to the advisability of having the prac- 


tice cruise consist of a long sea voy- 
age. 
The vessels made the run of 3,300 


miles from Hampton Roads on schcd- 


' ulo time. This performance of three 


battleships which had 
been 
out of 


commission for from two to four years 
is regarded by their officers as highly 
satisfactory, particularly as all the 
ships arrived here with plenty of coal 
in their bunkers. 


The Massachusetts was particularly 


economical In coal consumption, as she 
burned on an average only fifty-two 
tons per day and made the 3.300 miles 
on about 3.730 tons. The Indiana used 
about 850 and 
the Iowa about 950 


tons. 
The passage from Hampton Roads 


to Plymouth was a fine one except for 


a three days' gale In mid-Atlantic. 
Fortunately the wind was northwest- 
erly, which made a. following sea. . A 
picture taken aboard the Iowa gives a 
good Idea of conditions the third day 
of the storm. 
It shows the c.uarter- 


deck of the Iowa awash and a part of 
her turret. The Massachusetts is six 
hundred yards astern of her and a lit- 
tle on the quarter, in regular cruising 
formation, her hull being hidden Oy 
huge seas. The mere speck in the dis- 
tance is the mast of the Indiana, which 
was six hundred yanlj astern of the 
Massachusetts.

In addition to 
pledging and giving their support the 
boosters went out and raised $2,000 to pay 
salaries and to give the club a bit of a 
new start and Montgomery and his play- 
ers have been doing better ever since 
the public went to the rescue in the hour 
of distress. 


Grand Rapids Is next In the field. To- 
morrow night a meeting will be held at 
which Mayor George E. Ellis will preside 
and an attempt will bo made to get the 
people to rally to the support of the club. 
"The meeting," says the Grand Rapids 
Press, "Is for the purpose of formally 


launching the Baseball Boost club. Every- 
one is Invited and this means you and 
your neighbor and everyone else who has 
any interest in the future baseball to be 
played in Grand Rapids.

Venezuelans Will Lead. 


Notwithstanding a recent statement 


by the Venezuelan government on the 
subject, it is still. reported here that 
he Venezuelan delegates will he the 
eaders in protesting against the at- 
itude of the United States and that at 
east two other governments will share 
the responsibility of the movement.

extensive there and' followed the pre- 
cedent of .the British government In 
prohibiting fighting in Greytown on 
similar grounds. Later the Venus was

owes him no duty to take care of. him 
because of his condition.
